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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/ Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1,4,8,11,14,16,17,19,21,22,24,25,27,32 and 33 drawn to a portable 
device for oral administration of fluid to an animal. 

Group II, claim(s) 35,37,38 an 48, drawn to a method of administration of fluid. 

Group III, claim(s) 47, drawn to a method for conferring passive immunity to a newly 
born animal. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups Mil do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: neither Group I or II 
requires the use of a passive immunity source. Further, the groups listed above are not 
within the permitted combination of different categories of inventions, namely one 
apparatus and one process.
